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Many sight seers who travel the 
paved highways through the peach 
producing 
area during 
blossom 
tim e go away disappointed in the 
brilliance of the colorful display. 
In seeing the rather faint, darkish 
pink haze covering the g reater por­ 
tion of the peach orchards—with 
only here and there bursts of more 
showy trees—they believe that eith­ 
er the blossoms are not completely 
open, or that the petals have fall­ 
en. 


They may not realize that there 
is considerable difference by varie­ 
ties in the coloring and showiness 
of peach tree blossoms. 
Some of 
the earlier varieties—such as R ed­ 
bird, Georgia 
Belle, Hiley Belle, 
and others — have 
flowers 
with 
large petals which provide more 
noticeable coloring 
The E lberta 
variety, 
which comprises three- 
fourths of the Illinois acreage in 
com m ercial peach orchards, has 
small petals, providing less display 
of color than some of the less com ­ 
monly 
grown 
varieties. 
U nder­ 
standing these blossom c h ara cte r­ 
istics will help visitors enjoy peach 
blossom time more. 


Comm ercial orchardists in the 
area today are shifting to a g re a t­ 
e r nu m ber of peach varieties in 
planting young orchards so that 
they m ay extend their harvesting 
and m arketing seasons This trend 
will add colorfulness and variety 
to peach 
blossom time. 
Others 
are finding the com m ercial produc­ 
tion of peaches becoming too tech­ 
nical, too costly, and too much of 
a Ramble to continue in the busi­ 
ness.

Hogs are Still 
Mortgage Lifters; 
Need Management

Hogs still qualify as 
“ mortgage lifters ” W. D. Budde- 
m eier told the Illinois Bankers Ag- 
ricullural Conference 
meeting at 
ti e University of Illinois this week. 
lint 
lenders 
should consider the 
ability of the hog producers as 
much a- 
or more than, the fact 
that they 
are 
raising hogs, 
he 
stressed. 
Buddemeier recalled th at hogs 
had made profits in 16 of the past 
21 years. This is a more favorable 
record than that of dairy herds, 
reefier cattle dr poultry. 
But hog producers’ records show 
that the top one-fourth have made 
50 percent more return above feed 
costs than the lowest one-fourth. 
Even in 1955, w’hen hog returns 
were the lowest in 21 years, the 
top one-fifth of hog producers real­ 
ized $129 for every $100 of feed 
fed, Buddem eier pointed out. This 
was only $6 short of meeting all 
costs. 
The 15 percent of producers with 
the lowest returns got back only 
$82 for every $100 of feed fed. They 
lost $18 for every $100 worth of 
feed fed and received nothing for 
labor and other capital. 
Looking to the future, 
Budde­ 
m eier cited the opinions of 20 m i­ 
n u s F arm B ureau F a rm Manage­ 
m ent fieldmen about future hog 
busine s trends 
They expect more 
specialization in hog production, 
with larger production per farm. 
About half of the fieldmen survey­ 
ed fe lt that a farm er could not 
et reasonable efficiency unless he 
kept 15 to 20 sows for farrowing 
or raised 30 to 45 litters a year. 
Although B uddem eier expressed 
no reason to be pessimistic about 
the future of the hog business, he 
did warn of increasing competition 
faced by 
hog raisers. 
Low-cost 
broilers 
and eggs 
produced in 
large scale specialized operations 
are making low cost 
sources of 
meat and protein available that 
compete directly with pork.

INTRODUCTION: In this lesson 
we find two portions of scripture 
which present two scenes in the life 
of Jesus which were quite differ­ 
ent.

We find the people of this world 
today divided into the same two 
groups.

demns him. 
You 
may 
classify 
yourself. 


I. THE JOYFUL CROWD. 


(21 :1-11). 


The prophet, Zechariah, (9 9), 
had foretold hundreds of years be­ 
fore that Jesus would make a grand 
entry into Jerusalem. Here in this 
portion of God's Word we see that 
prophecy being fulfilled. 
Notice the orderly fashion in 
which Jesus prepared for 
this 
eventful occasion. 
He told 
the 
two disciples exactly what to do, 
where to go, and exactly what they 
would find. 
Notice, also, their re­ 
sponse to his command. 
Without 
question they went immediately to 
do his bidding. 
Would it not be 
wonderful if all his followers to­ 
day did the same? 
Notice next the joyful attitude 
of the multitude on this day. They 
cut branches from trees and spread 
before him. 
They ran ahead of 
his beast of burden and cast their 
coats on the ground before him. 
They cried: ‘Hosanna to the son 
of David: Blessed is he that cometh 
in the name of the Lord; Hosanna 
in the highest.” 
What a joyful day it was! Every­ 
one seemed 
happy. 
They 
were 
ready to crown Jesus as King that 
very day. 
Why did he not permit 


It? 
If he had, your sins and mine 


would be on us today. 
The hour 


for him to set up his kingdom had 


not yet come. 
First, he must be­ 
come the dying Lamb of God. 
He 
must make the sacrifice on Cal­ 
vary. 


II. THE CONDEMNING CROWD 
(27:26-26). 


Less than one week later the 
multitudes were crying: “Crucify 
him! 
Crucify him!” 
No doubt 
some of the same people made up 
both crowds. 


The priests had incensed the peo­ 
ple’s emotions until now they have 
become a howling mob. It was cus­ 
tomary during the Passover Feast 
to release one prisoner each year. 
Pilate could “find no fault” in Je­ 
sus, and he thought surely the mul­ 
titudes would choose to have Jesus 
released rather than public enemy 
number one, Barabbas. 
So much 
hatred had they toward Jesus, be 
cause the priests had encouraged 
them, that they cried for the blood 
of Jesus. 


Jesus is hated today. 
Every­ 
where sin raises its ugly head, you 
may be sure you will find hatred 
toward our Lord. 
People who are 
against Christ are sly enough to 
use smoothe talk and nice words. 
Nevertheless they are the enemies 
of God. Some folks today are cow>- 
ards, like Pilate, and try to evade 
the issue. 
However, they stand 
guilty and condemned in the eyes 
of God.
